of the most horrible wrecks in 
the 


history of railroading occurred 
on 


the Big Four road in this city at 


1:15 yesterday morning, as a result 


of which ten nien^are now dead and 


many more injured. 


T h e train was the 
east 
bound 


passenger 
leaving 
C h i c a g o 
at 9 


p. m. 
T h e accident was caused by 


the failure 
of 
the 
air 
brakes to 


work. 
T h e engineer undoubtedly 


discovered this before reaching the 


cue beyond the W abash 
river, as 


vigorous whistling of the engine for 
brakes could be 
hearil when 
the 
train was still a mile west of the 
city. 
T h e 
engineer’s 
desperate 
effort to stop the train was shown 
by the large amount of sand thrown 
b y him 
on 
the 
bridge, 
through 
which the train came just before 
the fatal crash. 
T h e engine dashed 
out of the 
bridge over the Wabash 
river at a 
speed of not less than sixty miles 
an 
hour, crashing into the depot 
building, 
carrying off a portion of 
the depot and train sheds, carrying 
them several hundred feet— the en ­ 
gine, when it left the track, being 
followed by the 
baggage car, two 
postal 
cars 
and express 
car and 
piled in one iiromiscuous 
mass, a 
total and complete wreck, burying 
a score or more of victims in the 
awful pile of debris. 
T h e trucks of the iirst ilay coach 
were dragged out and the side of 
the car k noc ked into fragments, but 
no pasengers ia 
this car were in­ 
jured. 
T h e chair car and two Pull­ 
man 
sleepers 
remained 
on 
the 
track. 
T h e wreck was a must c o m ­ 
plete one, ^le engine and 
cars b e ­ 
ing torn to pieces and piled

add to the consternation, fire broke 
out from the stove in the baggage 
car, but the city 
iire dejiartment 
speedily extinguished the (lames. 
A large cfoAvd of eiti/:^iiij-fathered 
very quickly at the scene of th"e di s­ 
aster aiii^l assisted in rescuing the 
victims, and a large force of local 
physicians gave 
the necessary at­ 
tention to the wounded. 
Several 
victims of the wreck were persons 
standing in the depot waiting for 
the train. 
Later de velopm ents fail 
to dis­ 
close the cause of the wre(^, unless 
it was from the failure of the air 
brakes.to work. 
T h e train was on 
time and the officials ilo not believe 
it was running an at unusual speed. 
Both the engineer and fireman were 
killed.

Locomotive E n ­ 
gineers, who had accompanied the 
dismissed members, with a view to 
rendering them such assistance as 
might be possible, 
also returned, 
but not a single member of 
the 
party will give out the least infor­ 
mation as to what was done at the 
conference with General 
Manager 
Smith and Suj) erintendent of Motive 
Power Reardon on Friday and Sat­ 
urday. 


M. H. Avery, chief of the local 
grievance committee of the Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, in­ 
formed a D emocrat reporter yes­ 
terday that the matter had not yet 
been (^finitely settled, and that it 
would probably 
be 
two or three 
days before a decision was reached 
by the 
Missouri 
Pacific manage­ 
ment. 
Master 
Mechanic 
Weller 
is 
ecpially as non-communicative, and 
dismissed the subject 
by 
saying, 
“ There is nothing new whatever.” 
The runners who were accorded 
a hearing positively refuse to 
talk 
with representatives of the press, 
as several St. Louis reporters will 
bear testimony. 
It is thought,however, that Chas. 
W. Goodwin, one of the dismissed 
runners, was reinstated, but beyond 
this one instance all is surmise. 
Goodwin has maintained from the 
first that he was not implicated in 
the conspiracy, if one really existed, 
and the fact that he was on one 
occasion paid $8 more than he had 
earned, was shown, it is said, 
to 
have been by reason of an error, 
and not because he had fixed things 
with late Time-keeper Cook. 
It is said that Mr. 
Cook, in con ­ 
versation with an intimate triend 
here on the day of his surrender, 
completely 
exonerated 
Goodwin, 
and this facted resulted in his rein­ 
statement. 
Two or three of the dismissed 
engineers have never asked for a 
reinstatement, 
among them being 
the one who is alleged to have been 
paid more money than any of the 
others— the sum of $328. 
lie left 
town 
soon 
after 
the denoument 
in (^uest of a position elsewhere, 
and was accomjianied by a bi other 
unfortunate. 
It is said that not a single new 
runner has been employed by the 
company to take the places of the 
dismissed men, nor have there been 
any promotions to till the vacan­ 
cies, and there are some who think 
these circumstances-arc favorable to 
the men who asked for and were 
accorded an investigation. 
M. W. Cadle, chief of the Broth­ 
erhood of 
Locomotive Engineers’ 
grievance committee for the Gould 
system, who returned with the party 
Sunday morning, was seen after the 
above was written and said that if 
Mr. Goodwin was reinstated it was 
not known to him (Cadle) . 
“ The fact is,” said 
Mr. C'adle, 
“ that the eight cases all went in to­ 
gether and Mr. 
Smith has taken 
them under advisement. 
“ Cook was not present, nor was 
any statement made by him intro­ 
duced as evidence against the boys. 
“ Another thing that I want to 
say is that there was no affidavit 
produced by the conqiany showing 
that one of our men had offered a 
relative of C o o k ’s $50 to see that 
the ex-time keeper did not return to 
Sedalia. 
If the company lias any­ 
thing of this kind it was kept iinder 
cover; and I am positive, 
in my 
own mind, 
that no such affidavit 
can be brought against either of the 
eight men who were given a hear­ 
ing.

City, where he will turn himself over 
to the warden of the penitentiary 
and become a convict for two years. 
Apperson is about 31 
vears of 
age, and was a practicing dentist at 
California. 
November 6, 189 1, he 
accused his wife of unfaithfulness. 
She confessed 
and 
named 
the 
mayor of the town, D. 
P. 
Moore, 
as her paramour. Apperson did not 
upbraid his wife, but said that he 
would leave her and take with him 
his little boy. A few moments after 
the confession Moore called at the 
house and Apperson fired two shots 
at him, one 
of which 
inflicted a 
painful but not fatal wound. Moore 
was a married man and very popu­ 
lar in the little town. 
Ajiperson was tried 
for assault 
with intent 
to 
kill, 
found guilty 
and sentenced to two years impris­ 
onment. The supreme court of the 
state 
has 
just 
affirmed 
the 
action 
ot 
the lower 
court, 
and 
Apperson’s action 
in hurrying to 
J efferson City was in order to pre­ 
vent being taken there by a marshal. 
He was out on a bond of 81,000. 
Mrs. Apperson testified in 
her 
husba nd’s behalf at the trial, but 
has since said that she was made to 
do so by threats from A[)person, 
with whom she has not lived since 
the exposure. Apperson denies this, 
and says she was iritluenced to make 
tlie statemeiUs by Moore in order 
to affect tlie decision of the supreme 
court. 
The child was given by consent 
to Aj)persoii’s mother, but recently 
the wife obtained jiossession of the 
little one by strategy and has him 
yet.
